On  Valentines  Day  in  2018,  there  was  a  mass 
shooting  at  a  school  in  Parkland,  FL,  called 
Marjory  Stoneman  Douglas  High  School. 
Seventeen  people  were  killed.  As  usual,  the 
typical  'thoughts  and  prayers'  came  from 
legislators,  but  the  students  were  not  going 
to  mourn  quietly.  They  have  worked  with 
Florida  lawmakers  to  pass  gun  regulations 
(but  they  have  yet  to  see  any  results),  and 
they  have  spurred  a  nation-wide  protest, 
starting  movements  like  #Enough,  and 
#NeverAgain.  Nationally,  students  are 
planning  walk-outs  and  marches,  specifically 
on  March  14  and  24.  Rowland  Hall  had  many 
students  walk  out  and  stand  in  silence  for  the 
seventeen  students  killed. 


In  2006,  a  woman  named  Tar  ana  Burke,  a 
American  civil  rights  activist,  used  the  term  "me 
too"  to  raise  awareness  about  sexual 
harassment.  This  past  year,  Hollywood  has 
adopted  the  term  to  come  together  over  sexual 
assault  or  harassment  issues  within  their 
workplace,  and  now  the  term  has  become  a 
worldwide  term  of  solidarity  for  people  who  have 
been  affected  by  this.  At  many  award  shows  , 
supporters  have  been  wearing  black  to  show 
their  encouragement.  At  the  Oscars,  women 
used  their  platform  to  support  each  other  and 
remind  everyone  of  the  issues.
